SomeDiys after I had parted witK 
thiis Copy, my Bookfeller asked me 
when I would go about tlie Preface ; 

A a the 
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the Preface 1 faid I, what do you 
mean? Mean I fays he, I mean, the 
Preface; thc-Preface .to the Reader. 
I told him, that what' he had bought 
was all-I had to fay to the Reader, as 
for my Part ', and if he had any Thing 
to add for himfelf , he was at Liberty 
to do at he thought fit* I leave it to 
any Impartial Judge, if this was not 
Fair between Man and Man : Yet 
the Bookfeller, far from being fatisfy'd 
with fo Reafonablc an Anfwer, fcem- 
cd to be very angry, and ftrenuoufly 
infiftcd upon a Preface ; telling mc o- 
vcr and over, that he never heard of 
an Author that detty'd a Preface be- 
fore j that it was a Folty to difpurc it, 
that he could not fell the Book with- 
out j and that, in ftiort, a Preface he 
muft have : Having no Mind to be 
huff'd,^ and bubbl'd out of my La^ 
bour into the Bargain, I grew angry 
in my turn, and told hira plainly^ 
he ftiOuld have none of me ; the Book 
was his own 5 if he would not fell it,

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nc might ftpp Ovens with it if he pica- 
fed 3 at iaft, feeing me thus rcfolute, 
and knowing, that there was no Ad: 
of Parliament that obliged People to 
•make Prefaces,in fpight of their Teeth, 
hfe.put.on a more obliging Counte-. 
iianct, and came to 'Pcrfwafipns| whicli" 
having mdre Influence upon me than 
his rougher Langyage, ftegan to be 
more. tta<5table y we went rd the Ta- 
Verri, vyherc talk;ng of Prefaces, Igrew 
very goocf Hui^our'd; ari'd that Frefa- 
cing might ribt be wanting^ inftead 
of One, I profnifed him Two : THe 
ntxt pay confldering " w lifaf a Ridicu- 
lous IJromifel iiad .itiade, and yet 
willing to be as good as my Word, 
I'th'dught on this Expedient, of letting 
ydiikhow what had happened between 
usr' 5 and as i Wheel within a Wheel,

king the Dcnejfit of another Man's La- 
bour ; but don't ydu think he would 
have been hang'd before he'd have 
put this in his PreTace 5 therefore be- 
lieve me, good Reader, no Man of 
Integrity can love a fort of Writing, 
in which hitherto People have not

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Beard to make him a good bandlbme Perriwig, 
which, if he had lived in this Age, no doubt, 
but Every body would have had advifed him to, 
becaufe he is fo very Bald. 

Lmc. How fain now would you be witty upon 
Beards, and ridicule what I faid about the Di- 
ilin&ion of Sexes, but you only (hew your Ig- 
norance. I deny that Beards diltinguilh the Sex ; 
Beards are Hair, and for the generality, Men, 
when they arrivetotheir full Strength, are more 
or left hairy all over; their Face, Arms, Legs, 
Breaft, no place is free i and, ftriftly fpeaking.

thee. Niece, cut off your Head of Hair, andTU 
give you Five Guineas. 

Ant. Thank you, Aunt, I might have above 
Ten for it, if I would fell it \ Iftit I am not cove- 
tous ', neither do I think it looksHandfome for a 
Gentlewoman to cut off her Hair, for the Lucre 
of Money j I would do it with all my Heart to 
pleafe yoU) if you would Hop there ; but you are 
pleafed to find fo much fault with my Looks in 
general, I'm afraid, (hould I cut off my-Hair to 
Day, to Morrow you'd ask me, to put out one of 
piy Eyes, and I fliould not willingly lofc 
cither of them, bccaufe they arc Fellows.

jint* I fuppofe {o\ though I never was ac- 
quainted with any, as I know of. 

Lhc. Would you not think her to be a Bawd, 
that fhould turn up a Handfome Young Crea- 
ture, and Ihew all what file had to all Comers 
and Goers ? 

Ant. Such a one would be a Jade indeed j but 
what relation has this to the Orange ? 

Lnc. Perhaps you think it much worte to Ihew 
the Under part, than the Upper-partf of a 
Woman, but that's a Grand Miftake \ that Part, 
*vhich is the moft handfome, and conftqnently 
the moft tempting to Sin, is without doubt th)e 
moVt Abominable Shew, ll^ow which do you 
think the moft agreeable Fart of a Woman ? 
Without Difpute the Upper part, which you 
ihew : Women are only handfome as faria$ now 
they go Naked ; and that makes me of your 
Opinion, that it will never be^ jhe Falbion to 
ihew the Lower parts, for there Women arc Ugly, 
Ill-lhaped, Nafty Creatures, or elfe they would 
have brought up the Fafhion of ihewing them 
long ago.

Thing to be expcftcd ,v a Man cannot fpeak to 
'em but it throws their Senfes in fuch a Hurry, 
and makes 'em think on fo many Things at once, 
that they either hear 'em not at all,, of ^o con< 
fuledly, that their Words can make but little 
Impreffion upon 'em. But when Women have 
acquired that Government over themfelves, that 
you fo much admire, thl^n they are loft and gone, 
for then they can be calm, and hear a ivtaa 
fedately j then they'd fit down and hearken to 
Reaibn.

Then fit down; lam ready : Aureliah 
Father was a Welchmm^ but had been fent up to 
London very young \ after having ferved hisTime 
with a Shoemaker, and been a journeyman fbme 
Yeats, he Marry'd a Widow of the fame Trade \ 
how long they lived together I cann't well teQ ; 
but by Saving and Induftry theyhad prolberM fb 
well, that when (he dy y, he left off his Shoema- 
ker s Shop by degrees, and turned Leathcrfeller : 
Two or Three Years after the Death of his Wife, 
by whom he had no Children, he Marry'd a Se- 
cond, the only Child of a Tanner, who, tho'he 
had bred her but meanly, had left her above a 
Tho-'^'^n'^ '^'^"i.d* whenhe dy'd. This was the 
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Mother of Jurelia, whore Father was now a 
Confiderable Dealer : When the Daughter, of

The Father was fo terrible angry, that, 
without examining any further, he wi(hM a 
Tboufand Curfes might light on Doranteh Head, 
and made as Horrid Imprecations againfl: his 
Daughter : The Mother cry'd bitterly j and in be- 
wailing of her Lofs, &e was fo imprudent, that^ 
among many Lamentations, more loud tbanco^- 
hercnt^ ihedropp'd fome Words, by which her 
Husband underftood, that during his Daughtefa 
Sicknefs, Dorame had often feen her by the Mo* 
thcr's Confent : This provok'd him worfe than 
the reft, and difcharging all his Fury upon the 
Poor W6man, he kick'd her about the Houfe 
like a FootbaU, and with all the Hilling fgjtte of 
Old Bawds, and Salt Bitches, damning nis Wife, 
and finking his Daughter, raved like a Mad* 
man \ till at laft being wearied with this, he 
made a Solemn Vow, .and wiih'd for Damnation^ 
if ever he (hould owij again, either the one, or 
the other. He was as good as his Word \ for 
that fame Night he turnM his W ife out of Doors : 
As for jinnlia^ he would never fo much as 
hearken to Anybody that pretended to fpeak in 
her Behalf. The Mothei: was taken in by a 
Kind Relation ; but fhe troubled him not long^ 
fort overwhelmed with Grief, what with the 
Running away of her Daughter, and what with 
the Brutality of her Husband, (he was immedi-

Aurelia would have been much wrong'd ; for 
though flie was guilty of great Folly and Indif- 
cretion at firft, yet her latter Conduft has been 
much juftify'd by the Mechanick Spirit, and 
Brutifh Nature of the Father, as well as the 
little Prudence of the Mother ; of both which I 
could not have had fo full and fo clear a Notion,

The Contents 
of the Letter, which was fent to Aureliah Fa- 
ther, were very true : They made what haftc 
they could for Ireland^ and after a fhort and ea- 
ly Paflage, arriv'd fafely at DMirty where they 
ftay'd in Expedatiou of hearing from London. 
But before 1 proceed any further, I am to ac- 
quaint you with feveral Things concerning Do- 
rante. He was a Man well Born, and well Bred, 
he had fludy'd •tolerably well •, and altho' his 
Parents always liv*d in the Country, had beeq 
chiefly brought up in Dublin. He l^ad a Gentle- 
man like Skill in molt Exercifes, of which his 
Matter piece was that of riding the Great Horfe, 
When he vvas Young, his Father dy'd worth 
Two Hundred and Fifty Pounds a Year, of 
which, Fifty were his Wife's Joynture : Hfe ne- 
ver bad more than Two Children, Dorante and 
his Siller ^ and that bis Son's Eftate might not be 
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ncumber'd, by his Frugality he had favM Five 
Hundred Pounds, which w^re carefully lay'd up 
for his Daughter. 0*i his Death-bed he left e- 
very Thing uiider the Tuition of -bis Wife^ with 
a great Charge, that Dorarjteihoyxld have all the 
Education beftow'd upon him, that he fhould be 
capable of receiving; which (he faithfully per- 
form'd. About half a Year after Dor ante had 
been of Age, and poflefled of his Eftate, he 
came for EniUndi He was Generous and Bold, 
more Cunning than Witty, and fet out with very 
few Faults, and of them a little Conceit, and 
an Itch to Romancing, were the word, though 
not very confpicuoufll ; but coming to Court, 
which was then very debauch'd^ be quickly be- 
came as thofe he convers'd with. From the ve- 
ry fir ft he never bad an Inclination for any Com- 
pany but whatliv d above him \ and feeing that^ 
at the Rate he began his Expences, Two Hundred 
a Year, wonld go but a very little Way, he pre- 
fently took up fome Money, and rnortgaged Part 
of his Eftate : He was a great Lover of Tennis ; 
und being no bad Player, won a pretty deal at 
it, not fb much by his Skill, a^'his Dexterity in 
hiding it, and coveting his Play ; From this he 
was brought to other Gaming j and being for- 
tunate, in a little Time faw hirafeUMafter of 
a Conliderablc Sum. Puffed up with Succefs, he 
looked upon his£ftate as a Trifle and not trou- 
bling his. Bead with paying off what he owed 
upon itj raifed his Hopes very high, and with 
them his Expences. As Gaming occadons the 
keeping ofiH Hours, and that abundance of Vices, 
io, being fluih in the Pocket, he foon fell in 
viih Whoring and Drinking, and began tpbe, 
what that b'^'^eful Sex calls a ^ood Companion.

It was an Ageia which aothbg went down but. 
Faitime and Pleafure, and few Vertues were 
allowed of, but Valour and Good Humour. Da* 
rante had not been long in Town, but found anb 
Opportunity to let the w orld fee that he want* 
cd neither i for happening to meet with Two 
Quarrels, the firft with one that was Famous for 
Fighting, the fecond with a Man of a great E^ 
ftate, but a noted Coward, he behav'd himfelf 
with as much Bravery and Evennefs of Temper 
in the one, as he Ihew'd Knowledge, in point of 
^uour and good Breeding,, in the other ; aiid 
as there is not any thing that makes a Man more 
known than a Duel, efpecially if it be with one 
of Diltindion, and procures him greater Ap- 
plaufe than the managing of it with Di&retioB as 
well as Courage, (6 thefe Two Rencounters fall- 
wg out not long from one another, gain'd him 
no fmall Reputation, and in lefi than a Twelve* 
month Dorame had a general Acquaintance at 
Whitehall^ and was every where efteem'd, and as 
weU receiv'd. Thus far the Prolped is fair 
enough,, but now we have feen the belt Part of 
him; for Fortune not favouring always alike, 
and himfelf being extravagant, lie firft ran out 
what he had in ready Cafh, then felling the belt 
Part of his Eftate, whilft the Remainder was 
deeply engaged, before he was Five and Twenty 
]}6 was reduced to a very low Ebb. If he could 
have lived upon Two or Three Hundred a Year, 
the Tenms Court might have maintained him ; 
but not being able to be without Horles, and 
Two or Three Servants, and being expcnfive ia 
his Pleafures, when all his Subftance was gqne,^ 
he was forc'd to betake himfelf to feveral 
Shifts ; He ran in Everybody's Debt, he bor« 
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fowM Money of all heknc^r, and being no more, 
/haraefaced than any of his Country, never- 
went without any Thing, that was to be had 
for asking. Notwithftanding all this, he was; 
generally bare •, till confidering atlaft thatGa-; 
ming had been the chief Caufe of his Riiin,- 
and more than fupeding that he had not always 
loft upon the Square, he refol v'd to try if Luck 
could not be forc'd, and begun with great Ap-^ 
plication to ftiidy the Cunning Part of Plav ; 
that is, to be more plain, turn Sharper.. This 
prov'd a very Profitable Trade the Firft Yeary 
and brought Jhim a good Revenue. To keep up 
his Credit, as Money came in, he paid off moft 
of his Debts, always keeping to the fame Rule 
which I have been told they follow at the Na-' 
vy, the fmall Ships firft. Dor ante was very in* 
duftrious, and pick'd up new Bubbles every 
Day i among others, that had the Misfortune 
to fall into his Hands, it was reported that 
a Perfon of Qjiality, whom he had got to him- 
felf, loft a larger Sum of Money than fuited 
with his Convcniency to pay prefently. The 
Nobleman ask'd Time*, in the granting of 
which, after a very courteous Manner, Dorame 
ihew'd himfelf fo obliging, that the other,' 
about a Fortnight after, to let him fee thai hc' 
had taken Notice of his Civility, and thought 
himfelf beholden to him, came one Morning to 
Dorame^ and told him, that he had a Company 
of Foot todifpofe of-, if it was worth his whild, 
it fhould be at his Service. Never was any Prof-* 
fer more acceptable to Dorame than this : With 
a Thoufand Proteftations, as we may fuppofe, 
of being • his Lordlhip's moft Humble and 
Devoted Servant for ever, he ftruck the Iron 
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vbillt it was hot, and with Gratitude in his 
Countenance^ laying hold of the Opportunity he 
had his Commimon fign d (he next Day. 

Ant^ I wonder, lince Dorante had found out 
fo beneficial a Calling, be fhoUld be io over- 
joyed at this : Methinks, he might have been 
afraidt that one Day or other it would draw 
him from Court, where his Pleafure as well as 
his Livelihood lay. 

Lhc. It was in Time of Peac^ and Officers 
did what they pleasM .• Befides, it was an Ad- 
mirable Cloak to (hclter under. Dorante under- 
ftood the World entirely well ^ he knew that a 
Man of no Employ, or any Vifible Income, that 
appears and jlives like a Gentleman and makes 
Gaming his Conftant Buflnefi, is always fufpedit 
cd of not playing for Diverfion only jand in 
jhort, of knowing and praftifing more than he 
ihould do. Helikewjfe forefaw, that his Gains 
would not be always the fame \ it was poffible he 
might be found out, or if not, by fleecing great 
Numbers every Body would fliun himinTime.^ 
He was very glad of having this Certainty to 
truft to ; and Money coming in daily, he had a 
Thought of recovering thatPart of hisEftate,that 
was not quite gone : He was now grown more 
fedate, and leaving ofFfeveral Extravagant and 
Idle Wavs of fpending, became very provident 
to what he us'd to be. He was a great Lover of 
Women, and as he was refolved to leave nothing 
«nattempted, that might turn to Profit, knowing 
himfelfto bca Handfome^Clean Fellow Jell to In- 
triguiDg,and by this Means often madea Penny of 
the Pleafures which before heufed tbpay for. But 
aotwithftandingythat he had fo many ways of get- 
ting 
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ting and iaviag, nothing ever prcfytt^'d with 
him: Sharpiog was very advantagious to him 
the Firft Year, as I told ye, but after that it fell 
l^ degrees *, for though he had never been taken 
in any Fad, yet by ftriping fb many, ieveralthat 
liad been under his Clutches began to haveaa III 
Opinion of him ^ and it was not long, but Capt<^ 
DoratHe had a very bad Reputation* Out the 
Chief Thing that always kept him Poor was^ that 
)ie bad fijch sl Prodigious Itch to Gaming, and 
Fortune was fo little his Fjieml, that whenever 
he had got any Thing by Foul Play, he could 
feldom reft before he loft it again fairly at tkd 
Craem Port fr\ or other Places, where he knew 
his Tricks would not pafs. This was the Cha« 
rafter, and tbefe were the Circumftances ofDo'^ 
rantey when jiitrelis faw him firft, and' fell to 
fuddenly in that Fond and Unruly PafTion, which 
nothing could excufe her in, but her Youth, and 
little Experience.

To be vers'dinHiftory,isbutonc Branchy 
there is more requifite* A Politician that woulcj 
pretend toforelee'what fhall happen, ought to 
be acquainted with other Countries, as well as he 
is with his own, to know the great Cities, their 
Commerce, the Sea-ports, their Shipping, th^. 
Fortifications, Artillery, Stores and Ammunir 
tion -, all the Towns, of Note, the Number of 
Villages, and People they contain, the Soil, the 
Climate, the Extent and Produft of every 
Province -, fome of thefe Things ere very difR- 
pult to be learn'd. The ableft People in our 
Nation, when we had gain'd that glorious Vi* 
Aoty over tho^ French at Hockftedty did not tl^inl? 
it would ever have been in the Power of France

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lefe that they could have made all thofe Shifts, 
and that great Reliftance with which hitherto 
they have opposed the Conquefts of the wifeft 
Generals, and the braveft Soldiers.

Lhc. This is not all, he ought likewile to know 
the Prince, and all his Court, or at lealt his

WhcH a Queftion is ask'd, People muft 
fay fomething •, Nobody loves to feem altogether 
ignorant. 

Lite. And yet nothing fliews more Candor and 
Ingenuity, than when a Man of Parts confefle^ 
his Ignorance ; efpecially in Things of Moment, 
$hat require Pain§ and Labour, 
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Jint. 1 think it looks very affeftedly, for Peo- 
ple to pretend nottonndcrftanda Thing, when 
all the World knows they excel in it. 

Luc. I don't mean that coxcombly Way of 
Humility, by which your infipid People pretend 
to lie ignorant of what themfelves, as well as o^ 
thers, are perfwaded that they are Mailers : As 
fome that can fing well, will fulfomly tell you, 
that they have iio Skill, or no Voice, or elfe that 
they are hoarfes whcnthemfelves and every Bo* 
fly elft know the contrary. I l^cak of thatlhining 
Quality, when People .of Senfe, that nnderftand 
their Bufinefs thoroughly, and are great Profici- 
ents in the Studies to which they have apply'd 
themfelves, without Hefitation, own their ig- 
norance of what they really don't know. 

Ant. I (hould think that's fbondone. 

iwc- It is fb in filch as yourfelf , but to People 
of Parts and Learning, that are of fome fame, it 
is harder than yon think j for when they begin 
to fee that they are generally taken for knowing 
Perfons, their Pride makes 'em fuch Fools as to 
fancy they feall perfwade the World, that they 
know every Thing, which is ridiculous; and 
this is the Re^n why I think it filly for Peopl? 
to make Prognoftications in Politicks, when they 
they are conA:ious iqth^ir own Hearts, that they 
know nothing of if. 

jint. 1 can very well perceive, that it is a 
fault to meddle with things we don't under- 
ftand, but why is it fuch a Jfeauty tp wnfefs that 
yye are ignorant ?

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in another Part that is more remote from his 5 
oratleaftj not always exadly remember what 
is out of his Way. But yet, if a Stranger Ihould, 
among other Queftions, ask him fomething a- 
bouta Court or Office, which he happens not to 
knovr, if he is a Man of any Figure, and the 
Stranger likewife one, whofe Efteem he values, 
he'll be alham'd t^ own his Ignorance, aad will 
often tell him wrong, rather than be thought, 
by a ManofSenfe, not to know a Thing belong- 
ing to a Government, in which he is concerned 
himfelf. We had a Man, that has left. us very 
valuable Remarks made of a Neighbouring Coun- 
try : He is generally very exaft in the Delcrip- 
tion of their Government ; yet tho' he was a 
great Statefman, a Light of the Age, that was 
an Ambaflador there, and liv'd a great while 
upon the Spot, lean (hew you in his Writings, 
what could not be there, unlefs he had been mif- 
informed. The feven United Provinces are very 
xjearj there is a very ftrift Alliance between 
them and us, and both actually (hew, at tjiis pre- 
fent Time, luch an unparallerd Confidence in 
one another, as never was feen before between 
two (uch powerful Neighbours, of fo different an 
Intereft in Trade i and yet, though we have fo 
great. a Commerce with them, how few People 
have we here, thatexaftly underftand their Go- 
vernment ! The Prints may mention the States 
of Holland^ the Court o( Holland^ and the Court 
of Brabant \ fpeak of the States General, the 
Council of State, or thcicommitted Council •, but 
moft People can only tell you, that they are fe- 
vcral Courts and Aflerablies: If you ask *eni 
what fort of Minifters they are composed of, 
ind their Numbers, or what is the proper Bufi- 
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Hcfsfor each Place, few can anfiver with atiy ex* 
aftnefs-, and 1 know ibme Perfonsofgood tsienfe^ 
and even of Quality, that have tio clearer Noti- 
on of 'em, tho' they are next Door to us, than 
they have of the Mandarins in Chinu •, and what 
is worfe, think themfelves no more oblig'd to 
know the one, than the other, to judge of State- 
Affairs* They read of the hundred Penny, but 
there are abundance of People that know no 
more of it) than that it is a certain Tax io call'd, 
but what Part of their Income it is, thty are al- 
together ignorant of. If they knew what that 
Tax meant, a great many that grumble at pay- 
ing four Shillings in the Pound, would not ^o 
much expole themfelves by complaining, that 
the Dutch contributed not proportionably to*tbe 
War, as much as themfelves \ when they (hould 
fee, that by paying the hundred Penny twice a 
Year, as they have done for fome Time, they 
give away juft half their Revenue i and that this 
they pay not only of their Land and Houfes, 
(which the Country being fo fmall) are incond- 
derable to their other Riches, but likewife that> 
in which their Wealth chiefly confifts, the Mo- 
ney that -from Time to Time they lend the Go. 
vernment, ^tho' the Province of Holland allows 
no higher Intfcreft than Four fer Cent. And now 
I am fpeakingof this, I cannot but think, that 
if* our People (hould know what other Taxes, 
heav§ Excifes, and innumerable Duties they 
pay befides, not only upon Wine, Beer, Fuel, 
and others, that we have, but fuch as are un- 
heard oi here j as upon the keeping of Servants, 
Bhe grinding of Corn, which is terrible to the * 
Poori if I lay, fome of our People fliould know 
how they are obliged to pay certain Sums, at 
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which they are rated for ufing Salt, an«[ SoapJ. 
whether they confume little or much j how eve- 
ry Family that will drink Tea, Coffee^ or Cho- 
colate, muft pay a great Tax for it, the' they had 
but one Difh of any of the three in the wiK^e 
Year : Should they confider all this, and that 
the very Cows pay for having Horns, they would- 
think our Burden much lighter than tbeirS) and 
cry out, Bhjjed, England !

Lhc Tha.t is no Proverb yet. Niece, 
Ant. 1 cincontradidt nothing of what you havk 
faid \ but I mu(E ask you one Qpeftion, fince, 
according to ydar Defcription, it is an utter 
Impolfibiiity that there flionld be a per fed: Poli- 
tician : Why would you iACnuate, as if fbme . 
People were to blame for not bein^ fo ? 

Lhc. To be weU.vers'd in a Science is oni 
Thing, and to be perfcft in it, is another. I 
don^t believe, more than you, that there is any

How 
many brave Felk>ws have w« loft thefe two laft 
Wi#s, by Sea and Laiid, that ^ ere forgot, before 
they were quite cold ? ' Tis a good Encominm to 
a prirate Soldier, to tcH him, that be is flout, 
rcfokite, and undaunted', and perhaps it may 
do as far as a Captain *, but if you come higher, 
where they muft be eich« People of great Birth, 
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or elfe fiich that have conv^rs'd with Gcntlcmcft 
a great while, and areusM to Danger j there it 
is not ftippos'd they can want it.

And all this by the* 
great Care their politick King hastakeninim- 
bellifhing his Kingdom, and making his People 
fiourifh. If thefe be his Politicks^ the Lord 
preferve us from fuch Politicians ! 

Luc* Amen, with all my Soul. You have 
taken a great deal of Pains, Niece, but fince you 
have exerted yourfelf with fb much Zeal, I'll

The King of 
France has fcveral times (hot wide of the Ma(rk.i 
but if you confider the Vaftnefsof his Underta- 
kings, the Multitude of his Negociations, and 
that great Concern he has had .for Fifty Years in 
inofl; of the Courts of Europe^ it will be diffi- 
cult to lind a Prince of half his Standing, and 
that has bad but a quarter Part of his Buftnefs, 
that has committed fo few Errors in Politicks^ 
as himfelf. Befides, that a great many Things^ 
prove unfaccefsful at the End, that were well 
jponccrted at thp Beginning, 

^nt. But that I hope may be faid of the one, 
9S well as of the other j 
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Lvc It may fo : Politicks arc no matheitiati- 
cal Demonftrations. la the EVent of i hiugs, 
you may fee, that very mintite Accidejits, which 
to all Appearance were inconfiderable Trifles 
when they happened, have often given fti ang^ 
Turns to Afiairs at a long Run. Thefe Acci- 
dents are no where more frequent than in 
Sieges and Campaigns. I was odce prepared 
to receive the unwelcome News of the Sieg€j^f 
Lifle^% being raisM, and yet you fee that impor- 
tant City has been taken, and .vre m^^e % 
glorious Campaign. 

Ant. I believe there is a Snake in tiiie Grafs. 

Lhc. Why? 

jint. Tell me really, Aunt, would you not, 
by what you have feid, iniinuate, that iDw^ 
more Luck than Cunning, that we tookit, antt 
by that eclipfc the Glory of our Generals ? 

Lu€» No'indeed, and 1 wonder, when you fijc 
I am lb nice in giving what is due .to our ^reat- 
lefl: Enemy, you can fufpedl, that I intend to 
detraft, and fully the Honour of our grt^ieft 
Friends ! 1 am none of thofe, and far from it : 
I was going to fay, that as ibon as our Beopie 
faw a, little Hint in the Gaz^ette^ which inJeed I 
did not like myfelt, they were ready to open 
their Mouths* i would have told you how uti« 
juftly our Nation (the greateft Part of which, 
never yet efteem'd a General a Minute longer 
than his Succefs laftcd) would have grumbi'd if 
we had mifs'd of our Aim i and yet the Con- 
dud, Care, and Vigilanceot our Generals might 
have been the fame, tho we \uA mifcarry'd. 

Ant. The Realbn why 1 thought yon came in 
with an Inaendo^ was, becaufe 1 iemember that 
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at the Time you (peak of, you was of Opinion, 
that they met with far greater Oppofition than 
they had expeded at firft. 

Luc. lam fo ftill ^ nay, Til fay more, I believe 
they never Would have undertaken it, if they 
had forefeen what Difficalties they had to fur- 
mount. 

Ant. And is not that fully iog the Glory of that 
Aftion ? 

Luc. No ; It is aa unpardonable Fault in a 
General, to be ignorant of what may happen \ 
but Nobody can be blam'd for not always forer 
feeing whatlhall happen. As for Example, you 
and I lay a handfome Wager, which of us ihall 
get (bonelt to the upper end of the Orchard ; 
ih the middle of our Race, you fall down, and 
-hurt your Leg, when you fee me^ out ftrip you, 
whilftyou feel the Pain and are uncertain how 
running will agree with you afterwards, I believe 
you'd wiih that you had not laid the Wager i 
but far from yielding it loft, you get up again, 
and exerting yourfelf almoft beyond your 
Strength, you overtake me, and at laft become 
the Conqueror^ and are half a Yard before me.

And thus,withr 
put mentioniag yourNimblenefs or Refolution, 
they would blame you for laying the Wager \ 

but 
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Ijut an Impartial Judge would tell 'en*, that my 

Coats were as long as yours, that being younger 

and ftronger than your Aunt, you had been much 

in the right to catch at an even Bet, where you 

liad {nch an Advantage^ and that your not fore«- 

feelng the Accident that made the Wager lo 

doubtful, only proceeded from the little Reafon 

you had at fetting out, to think that you fhould 

fall, and was no Argument of your being fo filly 

as not to know that you could fall; He*d fay 

perhaps that I had ran better than could have 

been expeded, but that all that redounded to 

your Glory, who had outdone me, theDifadvan*- 

tage of a Fall notwithftanding : He would add, 

thattho^ you had undergone more Trouble th^ni 

I, by gaining the Prize, you was over-paid for 

your Pains j whilft your poor Aunt^ by over- 

IJraining herfelf^ had very near fufFer'd as much 

,jas you, and would bp ftiff aqd unable to llir for 

a good while after. ThpfcSirpiles cannot be fo 

exist every where, but you uaderftand my 

Meaning. 

^nt. Yes Aunt, I do, and I believe it will 
Ijold vpry well 9 if our Generals, when they 
undertook the' Siege of Lijlcf had no more 
JR^albn to apprehend the Difficulties they 
unexpeftedly met with, than I would fe^r a 
Fall in an Orchard 1 am fo welj acauaiatc^ 
with. , ' ^ ' 

Lhc. I believe they met with Difficulties, of 
which there was not a tenth Part of the Proba- 
"l^ility that they would hapj^n, and that they 
were prepared againll feveral that were much 
ipore to be fear'd, and did not happen at all. 
^af js i\x\\ of Cb^^9^ i ^'^t all Circuinftance$ 
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3nly wetgh'd, the Probablity of Viftory is a luf- 
ficient Warrant for Adlion j and could the Scheme 
of a great Enterprize come up to the Certainty 
of Demonftration, the Thing itfclf would ceafe 
to be an Entcrprize ; and, what Glory foevef 
there might be in the Contrivance, there would 
fee none in the Execution. As to the Siege I 
fpeak of, it is ridiculous to fuppofc that fuch a 
rnatchlefs Brace of Generals, that had fo much 
Reputation to lofe, both fortunate Men, that 
without envying one another, went Hand in 
Hand, the one to carry on, and the other cover 
it, fhould undertake a Thing of that Moment,

I caft't help that : From what I have rai4 
may be gathered, that the beft copcerted Mea- 
furesf, itnce they may meet with Dii'appoint- 
inefits, are always liable to the Chicanery of 
Criticks. I have given yoa aalnftance, how by 
naexpededly ijiteryening Rubs, the very Succefi^ 
of a well grounded Undertakiog^ may plaufibly 
be caveird at by thofe that think, but can't or 
WQA't think deep enough ^ and this might have 
taugh( you, that we ought not to judge of any 
Event, before wcare very well inftruded ot the 
Matiyes of bimthat began the Adion. 
uiKt. But won't you fpeak no plainer ? 
Ijiic. 1^0 : In fome late Year's Invafions, there 
have been fome Things very myfterious to the 
Publick, and a good Subjed ought not to rip up^ 
or at lead not to be particular ia, and Ipeak af 
larger, of what might contribute either to thip 
Shame or the Grief of his Country. 
^nt. Thia is no Anfwer at ail. Aunt. 
Lhc* Then ru give you the Argument, an4 
rather than fay what I would not, own, that 
tiiis was one of the falfe Steps the King of Frana 
has made in Politicks-, and we'll grant that the 
Enter prize was built upon a weak and ridicu- 
loua; Ground, but you'll give me leave to pray, 
that no Eijemy to Great Britain may ever have 
a better, and Zi^mV the XIV th never fuch ano- 
ther* Having allow'd you this, V\\ go on tq 
the iiext i 4nd no^ let us fee what muft be 
thought of the Fr^nqh King's perfecuting his Pror 
teftant Subjeds ? He foiefaw, without doybtt 
that fome of 'em would help to augment our 
Armies, and fo did we know that by difoMHto* 
nancing of Popery, a great many diiaffected

Ant. The French Refugees differ very much In 
their Opinions about their King, ever fincel 
have learn'd that Language : You know I have 
been acquainted with feveral, there's Madame 
VOrgeuiUeufe praifes him to the Skies, fhe won't 
hear the leaft Word fpokc againft him, but Aia^ 
damoifelle la BigotC'^ in talking of him, difcovers 
fo much fpleen, flie can't forbear calling him 
Names: I have laugh'd heartily to hear her, 
and Monfire VOpintatre ftrive to out»do one 
another in Inveftives againft him ; as if they 
talk'd of a Newgate hivA^ bra Fellow that had 
been pillory'd, and not of a Prince. 

Lhc» The firft is foolilh, for if they thought 
him juft and good, as well as great and politick, 
what did they come away for? But to do the 
other is a very great Faulty it is unmannerly in 
Anybody to fpeak difrefpedfuUy of Princes. 

Luc. Begging your Pardon, Aunt, if 1 am not 
miftaken, i have heard you call him Tyrant, and 
other Names. 

Luc. I ipight fpcak a Word that exprefs'd a 
Refentment, but you never heard me fay any 
Thing that ihew'd Contempt But if ibis be a 
C^rimc in us, it is unpardonable 14 thofe chat 
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were born under his Government. Good Peo- 
ple look upon ik^ix native Coontrjr, as tbcir 
Mother, and the Government as their Father. 
If your Father fliould even difinherit you, you 
might be fbrry, and think he has not done well 
by you -, but yon muf!: never fpeak ill of him, and 
always remember, that whatever he did, Itill he 
was your Father. 

^nt. But what muft a Child do, when he fees 
his Father and Mother a quarrelling ? 

Luc. Never irritate the Wrath of the one, pr in- 
flame the Anger of the other, do 'em both all the 
good Offices you are capable of, in odrer to ap- 
peafe them i but never lerve the one againft the 
other, tho' they (hould command you : When 
their Paffion is over, and they are Friends again, 
depend upon it, they'll both thank you for yout 
Diibbedience j but whatever may happen in a Fa- 
mily, nothing can be a fufficient Provocation for 
a Child to fly in the Face of the Mother that 
brought him forth.* Tho' I was a Man, I could 
never wifli, much Icfs fight,* againft my Country.

^//r. Then Cr^rr it feems knows your Mind, 
for there fhe's coming with the Water. 

Lhc. Bid her carry the Things into the Gar- 
den, the Sun is gone off the Summer-houfe, and 
we'll go thither. 

^nt. ru wait on you, Aunt. 

Lhc. Stay, Whither are you running? 

jint. Vl\ only ftep in the Parlour for my Bonnet. 

Lfit. I fa w it in your Hand when you came to 
Dinner; Here it isl THE 
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LucinJa and Antmia. 


Lucinda. Wl^ A T is that Spot upon your 
VV Arm, Niece? 

Ant. That's a Mark of your beloved Captain, 
that brought you the Mountaia Malaga, : I be- 
lieve I have had it above a Fortnight. There is 
not fuch a wild Bear again in England^ as that 
nafty Terpawlin ; he rumples my Head-Cloaths,. 
kifles and flabbers me over every Mament: I 
hate him mortally. He never was here to fee

Luc. Don't you fee a Horfe ftand ftill ? 

^n Yes, and a Fellow going up to it : Is there 
any Rarity in that ? 

Luc* Mind how he holds the Bridle upon his 
Back, and how foftly he creeps to him. Open 
the Safh : Hark, he is a whiftling to him, now 
Ire takes hold of him , There he daps the Bit 
into his Mouth. Poor Horfe ! He is taken in* 
deed. 

jlrjt. And pray. Aunt, what is all this ? 

Luc* This is the Horfe that fcamper'd abopt 
fo, when we came firft out of Doors.

Ltic. Arid can you notpercfeive that this is an 
Emblem of what you fpoke of ? There is nothing 
more dangerous, than to truft young Women 
with what you call civil Gentlemen *, tor by not 
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Offering any Thing to 'em, they dilpcrft their 
Frar, and make 'cm tame. If once they can per- 
fw adr 'era to liften calmly to their wheedlingCant, 
the Bridle is foon thrown over their Heads : And 
this is the Reafbn why you have always fecn mt 
fo diftruftful of their Civility, and fo little coil- 
cern'd at the Capatin's Rudenefs, becaufe he is 
juft like the Boys that threw their Hats at the 
Horft i he may frighten yon, but he'll never trick 
you into Slavery.

jint. But what you fpeak of, Aunt, is only 
fince they have been fo ill us'd, before they 
were the beft of Subjefts \ they always fupport- 
ed him againft his Enemies, nay, I have heard 
'cm fay, 'twas they that fet the Crown upon his

Lhc. They might have been very beneficial to 
him for one while, and quiet for many Years, and 
yet lYit French King forefee foraething in 'em 
more than Anybody elfe. He has punifh'd 'em 
for Faults before they were committed If you 
ask me whether the Ufage which they had trom 
him was not tyrannical, and if you will ungrate- 
fnl, ril anfweryou. Yes: But if you would en- 
quire, whether in the carrying on his Defign up- 
on £«rflp^, it was his true Intereft or not, to iiJe 
'em fo, I don't believe that anyone in all the 
Unlverfe is fo well qualify'd, and able to inform 
youi as Lewis^ the XiVth himfelf. It is very 
needlefsto touch upon any Thing that ever has 
been.faid for or againft his deftroying the Pro- 
teftants^ let us only rcfled firft. upon the Tran- 
quility of all the Princes of £«><?ptf, at the Trea- 
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ty oi Nimig^n\ fecondly, upon the Aflurance 
he had of bis own Power, when he thought him- 
felf a Match for fb many but half a Score Years 
after : Then let lis examine what we have feea 
hitherto, and from their to little apprehending 
any danger, and the French King's Confidence, I 
think we may fafely conclude, thait he was better 
acquainted with the real State of Estrcpf^ and. 
knew more of his Strength and theirs too^ than 
all together of 'em underftood, either of his, or 
their own. This, in my Opinion, is an undenia- 
ble Argument of his having fb thoroughly and 
fuccefsfully examined his Kingdom, that it 
would be a Folly to think, that any other Poli- 
tician (hould exceed him in the Knowledge of 
every Thing that might increafe its Greatnefs, 
of hinder its Growth. Was there ever a French 
Hugonot, Princes of the Blood not excepted, 
that had that Intelligence, or thatconftantly re- 
ceived fb true an Account of what was (aid or 
done in every Part of France f Or is it reafb- 
nable to believe, that the French King fhould 
have been out in knowing of his own King- 
dom, when we fee he is fo expert in others, 
and has Ihewn himfelffo great a Matter in Poli- 
tick^ ? 

jim. But, Aunt, you ufe that as an Argument, 
which you arc ftill to prove. 

Lhc. Prove ! What ? That he has (hewn him- 
felf a great Matter in Politicks? Can Anybody 
doubc of it? Do but mind, how deep he has 
work'd under Ground, to undermine that noble 
Strudure, the Houfe of Auftria^ that was built 
upon fuch a folid Foundation, and but an Age 
ago, fofarovertopp'dthatoffi^i^riro;// How cun- 
ningly he has fav'd himfclf in the fpoiling of it ; 
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Ibmetimcs fetting it on Fite, by blowing th* 
Coals of civil War, and inland Combnftions 5 
and at other Times battering it, by playing the 
whole Artillery of the Onomanl.m^ixt againft it* 
Let any one confider what Pranks he has played 
with England and Holland^ helping the one a- 
gainft the otber, as he faw it moft rcqnifite, in 
order t^ weaken both •, how Ihamefully he has 
bubbl'd and perfwaded them out of their Intc- 
reft, by fetting ^em together by the Ears. If we 
obfervehow dexteroufly he has managed all the 
Courts ofEHropCj by artfully covering his Game 
to hide his Power, never making nfe of more 
than was requifite to tire his Enemies •, how all 
liis Wars, but thefe two laft, were to him only 
Breathings, by which to exercife himfelf, he 
weary'd others j and he never exerted half his 
Strength, before his Defigns were come to Ma- 
turity ^ we (hall find, that he has beennoordi* 
nary Politician. But what he has done in Spairr^ 
feems to exceed all human Art : He has made a 
Spaniard agree with a frenchman^ in an Inftant 
raisM that drooping heavy Monarchy, that for 
.fo many Years has been finking under its own 
Weight. In the laft War it was little better 
than a dead Lump, and a Burden to the Confe- 
deracy, yet he has qnicken'd that flow ^3ation, 
even againft their own Incereft, and in a little 
Time, by skilful Management, made 'em ufeful 
to his own Purpofe, in fpight of ftupendioua 
Loffes, and all the vaft Obltacles the greateft 
Powers of Europe have been able to throw in his 
Way. The French King, by (hewing them their 
ownPower,haswheedrd'em ilito Slavery, his ai« 
ry Fiddlers have play'd 'em out of their obftinate 
xnelancholly Humour :i his gay dancing Matters 
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have broke them of their Stiffnefs; and made 
'emfuppici they have lb chang'd their Poftures 
and alter'd their Steps, that now you may fec» 
ivhat the World always thought irapoflible,* a 
grave Spaniard dance the Canaries to French Mu- 
iick : He has join'd F^re and Water, and blen- 
ded them into profitable Mixture .• Thcfc are 
Miracles that no other Politician was ever able 
to perform. The Germans know how to con- 
quer, are crafty in their Deligns, and pnder- 
ftand the laying on the Yoke as well as others ; 
but they have not the French Knack of tying it 
on, to make it fit eafy, it prefently galls thole 
that wear it,and theyalways complain. Lewis the 
XlVth cuts Throats with a Feather, and draws 
Teeth without Pain. Bavariais ruin'd^ his Bro- 
ther undone, and yet they are in Love with their 
Chains, and feem to laugh at their own Deftru- 
dion. Mind what Loads hehas laid on his Peo« 
pie, and how merrily they have , carry'd 'em 
along hitherto, nay even when their Backs have 
been broke, and they aftually drop down under 
the Burden, you may ftill hear 'em, as if he had 
bewitchM 'em, ling his Praifes in the midft of 
their Affliftions. Some Nations are in Politicks, 
what Galemfis arc in Phyfick i they fill their Pa- 
tients with large Potions, turn their Stomachs 
with naufeous Drenches, and ply 'em with big- 
ger BolufTes than they are able to fwallow, and 
all to little Purpofe, but to enrich their favou- 
rite Apothecaries ^ whilft the French King is a 
refin'd Chymift, who with a fmall Pill and a few 
Drops t:hiit are hardly felt in going down, and 
yet of a wonderful Operation in the Body, cures 
the moft dangerous, as well as the moft inveterate 
Diftempe,rs. What ftraqge Alterations has he 
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made in all the Courts oiEnrope^ with only two 
Medicines, his Annim potabiUy and his Tinftur? 
of Opium ! 

jint* I don't underftandyou. Aunt, 

Lhc. I mean Bribery and lulling afleep. 

^nt. If what you fay, be true, it is ftrange 
that a ereat many People (hould think him fo of- 
ten miftaken / 

Lac. The fureft way of judging of Politicks, 
is as I do of my Orchard. My Gardener under-- 
Hands the Weather very well, foretells me what 
Winds will be blaftiag, or bring the black Fly ; 
which will produce Worms and Caterpillars: 
Sometimes he fcratches his Head, ^nd crys no 
Fruit at all, our Orchard won't liit this Year: 
Three or Four Days after, perhaps he (:hangps 
his Note, and believes we fhall have a pretty 
Sprinkling for all that. At other Years I have 
heard him fay, if the Spring keeps thus backward 
welhall have a World of Fruit ;and all the while 
the Trees are in Bloflbm, he is lull of his Pxecli- 
ftionSj in which he often guelTes wrong •, and I 
that know very litcle of all thofe Things, am 
never deceiv'd.

I never fay or think any Thing of it be- 
fore the Fruit is ripe, but when they gather it, 
I have itmeafur'd, and then I can tell you what 
there is to half a Pe^k, 

Ant. That is a very fqre Method, I con- 

fefs. 

Luc. Examine into the Power o( Fra.ice^ when 
Lewis the XlVch came to the T hrone, what it 
wa? in regard of the other Powers of Europe^ 
that were either equal or fuperior to if, after* 
wards fee what it is now, in propoition of 
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thofe fkrac Powers, and then judge of his Poli- 
ticks. 

jtntf But i would have you tell me^ Aunt, 
fince the Kingdom of France is in that wretched 
Condition, and is. like to be worfe and worfe 
every Day, what his Subjefts arethp better for 
his Wifdom, and in what their Happineft con- 
iifts? 

Lue, I never told you that the King was wife, 
for Nobody can fay io^ but what is good, and 
that he never wasj nor did lever fay hisSub- 
jeSs were happy, becauft 1 could never think 
that Slaves were fb« But in order to anfweryoa 
to what you feem to lay the greateft Strefs upon, 
the miftrable Paverty ofthe loweft Rank of Peo- 
ple in France^ I muft tell you, that the Subordi- 
nations of the Degrees of People, differ in every 
Nation, according to the Degrees, of Liberty 
they enjoy. As for Example : In France there 
is a vaft pittance between the Nobility and the 
Gentry j in Holland there is none at all, not fb 
niuph as in the Language •, with us, that are a 
Mixtureof Monarchy and Commonwealth toge- 
ther, tho" there is a great difference, the Top 
of the Gentry converfe with the Nobility \ a 
Gentleman here fpeaks to a Peer with his Hat 
on, goes to the Tavern, and pays his Club \ but 
\xiFrance there is no fuch Thing. What I fay of 
the Nobility and-Gencfy, you mull: underftand 
of all the feveral Degrees of People, from the 
Sovereign to the Beggar. 

Ant. If that be true, therl in Holland there is 
no difference betv^ceQ the Sovereign and the 
Beggar, • 

Luc, ril tell you how there is not; thecom- 
jnoq People iij Holland^ fho' they llanci in great 
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Awe of their Magiftrates, hardly ever fliew 'Sm 
any Relped, unleft they are known by 'era, but 
in Execution of their Offices, when they are be- 
fore 'em and jcan't help it. The Notion they 
have of Liberty makes 'em fo proud, that the 
ordinary Man thinks himifelf as good as the befi: 
in the Land i and knowing that all are fubjed to 
the lame Laws, naturally fcorns to pay any Ho- 
mage to Men that by their Birth have no Prero* 
gative over him. 

uint. And don't this make 'em very fawcy ? 

Lhc. Intollerably. France is the Reverfe of 
Holland^ and the People of the lowefl: Rank arc 
as fawning Slaves of the firft, as they are unman- 
nerly Brutes of the latter. We are between 
both, and our Mobility, though they are not fo 
civil as the one, yet they are lefs ruaethan the 
other, ft Porter that carries a Burden here, 
cries, Have a Care \ if he fees a Gentleman, per- 
haps he'll lay, With your Leave^ Sir: But in 
Holland^ a Fellow very often without giving ye 
warning, will trundle a Wheel barrow againft 
your Legs, and afterwards fcold at you for not 
ftanding out of the Way. In France^ the Coun- 
try People are very obliging, as well as fubmlflive 
to the Gentry *, they'll often pull 08: their Hats a 
good while before you come to 'cm^ and ftand 
out of your Way in a great deal of Humility, 
'till you are pafsM by : But the Dutch Boors, va^ 
luing themfelves upon what they lave by being 
penurious, have a Hatred and Averfion to 
every Thing that feems more civiliz'd than them- 
felves. 

Anp. What is all this to our Purpofe? 
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Lhc. More than you imagine. Where the 
Poor let fuch a fmall Value upon themfelves, and 
efteera the better Sort far above their owq 
Rank, it muft follow, that they will work much 
cheaper, and be contented to live muph meaner 
than where they are fo haughty. 

Ant. \ have often heard, that the ordinary 
People live no where better than here \ and yet 
you fay, that our Mob is not quite fo infolent 
as that of the Dutch^ then. How can the living 
well of the Poor be a Confequence of their Haugh- 
tinefs ? 

Lhc, If you fpeak of near London^ or the great 
Towns and plentiful Counties of £;7^/4w^/, you 
are in the right ; or elfe in fome Parts of Great 
Britain^ the Poor live very indifferently, and yet 
better than in fcveral Parts of France^ that are 
more plentiful. When in judging of the De- 
grees of People, you would compare two Coun- 
tries together, you fhould always examine what 
Proportion the one bears to the other. The 
Dutch perhaps have more Money than we, but 
they have no Land, nor Plenty, in Comparilbn tp 
ps; and if they werelefsinduftrious and (aving, 
they could not make fuch a Figure in the World^ 
as they do. But how numerous and powerful 
foever they appear, we are a greater and richer 
Nation by abundance than they. 

jint. Then you would fay, we ought not to 
fompare the Dutch Poor to ours, pnlcfs there was 
i;he fame Plenty in Holland^ that is here. 

LhC' 1 would fo •, and then their ordinary 
People would far oyertopours, be(;auf^ that Di- 
ftan^e between the Degrees of People, which I 
fp^ke of before, is evqv way lefs in Common- 
vvfalfh^, th^n it is in Kingdoms, andr yet not; 


ib^ceat in Limited Monarchies, as it is in thole 
that are Arbitrary. 

Ant. But how could you prove, that the 
Poor in Holland^ if they had our plenty, for the 
Reafon you alledge, would live better than our 
Poor do here ? I believe that's only a Suppo- 
iltion. 

Luc. But I'll (hew you that it is more than pro- 
bable i the loweft Rank of People here, only 
fare better as to their Diet, but the fame Sort 
of People in Holland^ even as they are now, 
outdo ours in every Thing elfe j they are bet- 
ter ftock'd in Cloaths, though they ar«more 
iaving of 'em, and always more tight and neat; 
never fo ragged nor io greafy as moft of pur or- 
dinary People are in their daily Drefs, they 
have more Furniture and Utenfils about them, 
and Things look more decent and becoming in 
their Houfcs and Lodgings, though they aie 
never lb low or io little. Moft of 'em are fel- 
dom to poor, but they have a fmall Hoard of 
Monfy or Money's Worth, to go to in time of 
Need ; befides, they could eatand.drink bccter,^ 
if they would be as little provident a3 they are 
here. The Poor in Holland are very well paid 
for their Labour, and in Proportion to the 
Gains and Sallariesof the better Sort, faroutftrip 
our Poor here. A Counfellor's Fee is three 
Shillings, a Phyfician can hardly demand one •, 
and yet a Porter earns his two Pence, and his 
Six Pence at Amfierdam^ as fbon as they do at 
London, 

A>Jt: Yon have hitherto been very obfcure, 
Aunt, to my thinking j but now 1 begin toun- 
jierftairJ what you drive at. 
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Lhc. Let me hear you. 

jtnt. You are of Opinion, that where Nati- 
ops are equal in Riches and Plenty, the loweft 
Rank of People v^ill not be fo poor in a Com- 
mon v/ealth, as in a Kingdom \ and that they 
inuft ftill be more fuperlatively mean in an Ab- 
folute, than in a Limited Monarchy. 

tuc. That is my Meaning indeed ; and by 
that you'll find how filly People are, that from 
the wretched Condition of the loweft Part of the 
People of Frdincc^ conclude th6 Poverty of the 
whole \(thty^ don't coofider, that if the under 
Part of a Nation, where the Power is lodg'd ia 
one, be fo abjedly mean, the upper Part again 
is of a more towring Grandeur. When France 
was in its moft flourifliing Condition, the Coun- 
try People* were always poor : It had been well 
for Enrofe^ if the Wealth of Frana had been 
more equally divided among all the Subjefts,and 
the Country People had liv'd as well as our Far*! 
mers and Yeomen do here. 

^m. Why, Aunt ? 

Luc. Becaufe then the French King could ne« 
ver have rai&'d fuch Swarms of Soldiers, to keep 
io many Armies on Foot*, nor fo foon found 
fufficient Recruits after fuch great Defeats and 
Loflcs as he has fuftain'd. 

Mt. But I thought Money was the Sinew of 
War. 

Lvc. It is fo \ and he has had a prodigious 
Plenty of that too. But when our late Kin§, 
of glorious Memory, made that powerful Alli- 
ance againit him, his Money could never have 
found him Men enough Abroad to hold out, 
?jnd fupply fo many deltruftive Campaigns, and 
would have trucked to us long ago, if it had 

not 


inot been for the vtft Numbers he had at Home. 
The Kingdom isvwy large, the opulent Cities 
very many, and the Towns of Note very nnme- 
rons •, their haughty Monarch by being arbitra- 
ry, rather ador'd than*honour'd ; the Pomp in 
which he is ferv'd, i$ anfwerabie to his Pride.. 
The Princes of the Blood likewife keep magnifi- 
cent Courts : Abundance of the Nobility, the 
Clergy, as well as the Laity, have Princely Re- 
venues, and live up to the Height of 'em j 
throughout the •Kingdom, there are a great ma. 
ny over- grown rich People, that live in Splen- 
dor and Luxury i the Gentry of all the Provin- 
ces in the Country as well a^ the City, follow 
the Extravagancy of the Coijrt to the utmoft 
of their Abilities. What Multitudes of Tradef- 
mea and Artificers muft this not employ in 
every Corner ? And the whole being infpir'd 
with the fame Gayety and Ficklenefs in their 
Fafliions, is it poflible but this muft, without 
confidering any Foreign Trade, occafion an 
incredible Circulation of Money among them-^ 
felves? 

jim. You talk of Gayety and Luxury, moft 
of the French that I know, are very miiera- 
ble. 

Lvc. You muft Hever judge of People out of 
thei* own Country j. beiides the Alteration it; 
often makes in their Circumftances, they feldom 
have the fame Things they were us'd to \ and 
confequently are fore 'd to change their whole 
manner of Living. The Dutch are, without doubt, 
a cleanly People 5 but you would not think Q>^ 
if you was to examine them at St. CathariniSf 
There may be a great many Mifers in Fmnce^ 
])Ut fp th?re afe Spend- thrifts in Holland^ but

Avarice is no more the Country Vice of the 
one, than Laviflinefs is of the other ; and the 
firft is as much pointed at and ridicul'd in a plea« 
tifiil Country, where there is an abfolute Mo- 
narchy, ais the latter is diiqountenanc'd in a 
Commonwealth, where they have little of their 
own Growth. 

jint* Then how muft we judge of our felves ? 

Luc. By the lame Rule. In our Government 
we have a Mixture of a Kingdom and a Repub- 
lick ; we have a larger if not a more fruitful 
Country, and a greater Produd of our own, 
than the Dntch \ and yet we want Oil, Wine, 
and feveral other Things, which the French a« 
bound in \ and therefore the .Confequence is, 
that for the Generality we are not lb provident 
as the one, and lefs extravagant than the o- 
ther. 

jint* Then by what I can hear, the Dutch are 
covetous and careful, we free an^ unthinking, 
and the French profufe and mad. 

Lvc. The Exprcflions are a Jittle harfli, but 
if you Ibften 'em a little, it is thereabouts. 

Ant. But why Ihould People, under anArbitra- 
ry Government, be more lavilh oE their Money, 
than any other ? 

Liic. Perhaps for the vpry.Realbn that pro- 
fefs'd Gamefters are generally the fame, becaulc 
they know the Uncertainty of keeping it ^ or 
elfe from that which always has had fo great an 
Ijiflueqce upon the Actions of the People, the 
Example of the Sovereign, and the French^ for 
g great many Years, have had a rare Patterut 
JL^ipi/theXIVthhasled his Money a weary Life, 
and his Piftoles have travell'd thrQ* all the Courts 
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'jint. I confefs that I have heard much of the 
French Piftoles* 

Lhc. Yes, Niece, they have not ftoppM at Mi- 

nilters of State, but brib'd even Monarchs them- 

felves to aft againft their ovvnIntereft:,and whole 

Nations have groan'd under the Weight of his 

irredftible Gold. All this was fpent out of his 

own Country, but let us fee whether he has beea 

more frugal at Home, and confider theinnume« 

rable Rewards he has given to his own Subjeds, 

Mon iieur Colbert left his Family 6® Millions of 

Livres'j to Monfieur de Lonvois he gave the 

vhole Revenue of the general Poft Office of 

Fr^ifCf, which yearly brougtit in feveral Hundred 

Thoufand Pounds Sterling. 

Ant. Now I fuppofe you'll come to his irar 
proving of all Arts and Sciences, the Beauty of 
the Language, and the Excellency of their Po- 
etry i but I muft beg your Pardon, 1 can't en* 
dure to hear any more in Praife of the French^ 
unlefs I was more able to anfwer you. I am 
very well latisfy'd, that I have heard great 
Judges fay, that our Language is as copious, our 
Phrafe more compendious than theirs, and that 
the belt of our Englijh Poets exceed thebeftof 
the French, both in Wit, and Strength of Ex- 
preffions. 

Luc. A true born EngUJh Woman indeed ; I 
love yonv Company^ Jintonia^ and I would not 
have faid half fo ranch, if 1 had thought the Sub- 
je<a difpleas'd you: I fhall only tell you an Ob- 
iervation I have inadc, and then I have done. 
The Generality of all Nations think their own 
Language the beftj, but in what Part of the Na- 
tion do you think the common People, and even 
the little Children, fpeak bsft ? 

jint. 
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Ant. 7 fhoiild think near the Court. 

Luc. 'Tis true, and conlequently the niceft 
Judges of Language are at the Courts. This 
being granted, if all the Courts ofEnrope fhould 
^eak J^nglljl)^ would you not think that a ve- 
ry good Argument of its being the beft Lan- 
gVge ? 

\Ant. There might be other Reafons. 

Xhc. I am furethey would offend you more, 
and fb no more of that. As to the next, it is 
very difficult to judge of Poetry in two Langua- 
ges, for two Reafons j the firft is, that there is 
not one in ten Thoufand that ever attains to 
that Perfedion in another Language, as to un- 
derftand the Beauties of it, as well as he does 
thofe of his own. The ftcond is, becaufe the 
Rules of Poetry in two Countries, according to 
the feveral Humours of Nations, are fbmetimes 
as different as the Languages themfelves, (o that 
the Faults of the one, are often Beauties in the 
other 9 and it is next to an Impofllbility, that 
People fhottid like, even to Fondnefs, what they 
have been usM to, and at the {ame time be as 
much picas'd with what runs quite contrary to 
it. Take an English Man that underflands 
French enough to tranflate from it, with now 
and then the Help of a Didipnary *, fuppofe him 
to meet with a celebrated Poem in that Lan- 
guage, being a Stranger to the Elegancy, as 
well as the Gravity and Ealinefs of the Diftion, 
all his Aim is, to know what he calls the intrin« 
fick Value of it, the Meaning: So, having rough- 
ly hammer'd out the Senfe, he likes it extraor- 
dinary well % but as he ruminates upon it, fome 
witty Flights jumping into his Head upon the 
Occalion, he blames the French Man for not 

having 
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having made the beft of fo fine a Thought, with- 
out confidering, that according to the different 
Rules, what may be very Mprops in EngU^^ 
would have been as unfealbnable in the French : 
Infpir'd by Wit, the Darling of his Country, he 
refolves upon an Imitation; and happily renders 
the Subftancc of every Thought into good EngUjh 
yerfe. 

^nt. 1 thought that was cairdTranflating. 

Lhc. It ought to be lb, but when People have 
a mind to take all the Benefit of a Tranflation, 
without being ty'd to its btriancfs, they arc 
pleas'd to call it Imitation, tho' in fcality it is 
neither. This Verfe, we'll Tuppofe to be extra- 
ordinary well writ, but yet inferior to the Ori- 
ginal. If both thefe Poems are fhewn to an £»- 
glijh Critick, of the fame Abilities, as to the 
French.^ with the former, firft he takes the French^ 
and as foon as he has made himfelf Matter of 
what it means, he is likcwife highly pleased with 
the Fancy : But coming to the Engliffli^ if the 
Thought gave a Pleafure to his Mind, when it 
was yet wrapt up in Ornaments, which were 
Clouds to him, and he but dimly faw it, it is 
natural to think, that when it is not only fet in 
full View, but likewife adorn'd with Beauties he 
is fond of, it will more affed and ftrike him to 
the Quick ^ and let him ftudy to be as impartial 
as is poilible, the Up-fliot mult be this ; the 
Thought, fays he, is good, and owing to the 
French^ but it is beyond difpute, that the £«- 
gliffi has far outdone the Original. I do not fay^ 
neither do i think, that our Poetry is inferior 
to' lYi^ French : What 1 would have you know is, 
that though Perfonsare never fo well qualify'd, 

there 
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there is no comparing of 'em together, becaufe 
the Beauties are fo different. 

jifjt. I find you think itfoolifh for nsto judge 
of their Poetry j but why are they lefs to blame 
for delpifing ours ? 

Luc. 1 don't think they are, but rather more, 
becaufe few of their Criticks of Note, ever trou- 
bled their Heads half fo much with our Lan- 
guage, as a great many of ours, that underftood 
French^ have ftudy'd theirs: But one Thing 
they are to be commended for, that as they 
find fault with our Poetry, they never fteal from / 
it ; but dfic of our beft Poets always fpokc very 
much ftgainlt the French^ and yet took molt of 
his Plots and CharaSers from them : And once 
having borrowed from a certain Tragedy of 
theirs, all what belongs to Judgement of In- 
vention, he made a very good EngHfij Play : It 
was aded with Applaufe, the Copy fold at a 
high Rate •, and yet in the Preface, his Wit 
got fo much the upper hand of his good Nature, 
that he could not forbear railing at the Foreig- 
ner, to.whom heow'd his Succefs. I had do De- 
li gn to fpeak of Poetry at all, but that you men- 
tioned it. 

jint. What you laid of that, I can bear well 
enough, as long as you believe ours equal to 
theirs -, but I cannot abide to hear my owa 
Country revil'd, of which 1 feci. the Love fo 
warm about me. 

Lhc. What Weaknefs you Ihew, Til tell you 
herieafter', but don't you fee how little Politicks 
agree with young Ladies, Antonio, i 

Am* i muft own, that much of 'em would 
foon tire me, and Ibmeching that is more de*- 
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lightrdl, aiid requires lefs Attcntiooy. fait ihy 
Humour better. 
Lmc* What lay you to a dircning Story? 
jinr. As much of that as youplcalc. ^ 
Z#«r. A Nobleman oi dncient Eamiiy, in a 
flourifhing Kingdom, was left Heir to anim- 
meixle Eftate, both in Land and Money. His 
natural Part^^ a^d the- Improvements ofEdu- 
cation^ had lenderM him, before he was comtt 
to Age, a Man of polite Learningv and admi« 
rable ckUile r As fpon as he was Twenty one, he 
was rcfolv'd to fliev the World, by living up 
to the Grandeur of his Wealthy that he was 
worthy of fuch princely Revenue?. Upon the 
Top of a fmall Hill, in a Gravel Ground, with- 
in two Miles of a fine River, oa the iVTir/fc-fide 
of it) he built a magnificent Palace, about Fif« 
iEeexi Miles from a populous City. The main 
Building was Stone, with a noble Frantifpiec^i 
and the two Wings of Brick* An exaift Regu* 
larity was obferv'd without, and nothing but 
Conveniency within. In the great Hall, twd 
large Chimnies and aStaii^Cafe, were of Mar- 
ble, and the Pavement of the fame. The Wain* 
fcot Was plain and ftrong, wijth fturdy broad 
Benches round it, and the huge Grates as 
well as the Blocks of the Chimnies, were only 
painted black. It would, take up a Twelve- 
month to defcribc every Room in the Houfe ; 
I (hall only tell yon, that the chief Ornament 
of the lower Rooms, was Hiftory*painting in 
vaft Panhels, fix'd to the Walls and fome ex- 
traordinary Pieces of Tapcftry. The Bed Chamr 
bcrs were lichly hung, and fcveral of them had 
Silver hearths, Sconces, and Tables. As he 
was a great Lover of painting, he had a fine? 
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'Cblfe<fVioa ^( Italian^ anid other Origin^k \ the 
fmalleft were diftributed in feveral Clofets, and 
the largeft made a gterions Shew upon the 
Stair- Cafes. Of Looking-glaOes, Cabinet* ^ork^ 
'Carving^ and Gilding, thete was a prodigions 
Qpantity. But tbongh the Furniture was of an 
ineftimable Value^ yet the jndicions Fanqr of 
the Matter, fo confpicnoti^ two' the whole, was 
more furprifing than all the reft. In the prei^ 
f ng Room of his own Apartment, was a EJoor 
fhatopen'd into a Gallery, at the end of which 
tras his Library .• It Was a large, Iqniare, lofty 
^oom ; round it touching the Cieling, were fif- 
ty fine Pieces of Limning in Mack Ebony Frames ; 
'they were fo many Heads of Men, that had been 
famous for Learning ; where they ended the 
l^ooks began, and reach'^d to the Bottom j he 
liad none but what were valuable, the beftEditi* 
ons of cveiry Thing, arid no Work uncompIeat« 
His Library-keeper was a well bred* Man, of 
inclifFerent Learning, that underftood the Prices 
and Title- Pages or Books, better than their 
In fides, and looked more like a brisk Bookietler, 
than a Pedant : He had a great many Gentle- 
men that waited on him, and from tbeliighcft 
to the loweft, all his Servants were fo well cho- 
fen, that. you might almott fee in their Faces 
what Places they belonged to. 

A'f2t> That's ftrange indeed, unlefsit was writ 
tpon their Foreheads* 

Lhc You won't allow of a Figure I fee, but 
to be more plain, I'll defcrtbc fome of them to 
you : His Steward was a grave and affable Man, 
that without hurrying himfelf or others, had 
been usM to a Multiplicity of Bufinefs. His 
Secictary,^wa$ in Reality, a Man of Senfeand 
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Solidity, ahd in Appearance a Rattle. Bit 

Gentleman oF the Horfe was flender, and ^tVL 

Jhap'd, airy in his Mein, and proud ia his 

brefs. 

" ulnt. But why dbn't you fay what Parts he had, 

aS wfeU as you did of the others ? 

Zinc. Becaufe 'twas no great Matter. As td 
jiis rneanet" Servants', his Tootmen were neat, 
,f)risk, and 'clever. His Coachmen were always 
j611y-look'd Fellows, that fill'd the Box, ind 
hated drinking. His Grooms were all Farriers^ 
knd underltood Horfes better than Men. Hi! 
iPark-keepers were fturdy ihd ill-natur'd ; but 
his Cctoks were cleanly and tradable •, and fo on 
iVirh the reft. The wiges he gave 'em, \^ere 
extraordinary^ but the leaft Fault twice commit- 
ed, turn'd them off. 

ySnt. I flrould be glad to hear lome more' of 
their Charaders. 

Luc. It would be too tedious to tell tbcm yon 
all ; I only n^rh'd a few to let you know how 
Aice he wasin his Choice. ^ But of all what he 
had about him, I iik'd nothing fo welU as his 
keeping a dozen of Gentlemen, all learned, wit* 
ty ^nd facetious Men, that 'exceird everyone 
in Ibmething or other. Xmongft them, he had 
Lawyers, Phyliciai^s, Poets, Hiftorians, Na- 
turalifts, Mathematicians^ great Travellers •, and 
the whole made a compleat Body of Learn- 
ing. 

jint. What was their Bulinefs? 

Luc. iTo do what they pleas'd, but always 
Six or more to be within Call; All the reft of 
his Domefticks ftood at a great Diftance from 
him, only theft he treated as hJs Companions % 
they were all fingle iMen, had every one a Fqot- 
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fflan, and a cotiple of Horfes kept them, with a 
Sal^y of 300 /. a Year, befides a fine Apart- 
xnent, and a fplendid Provifion for all the Nc- 
ccflaries of Life. The fix that were not ia 
waitings had alfvays two Coaches to attend 
*em, and made a Journey,* at leaft once a Week, 
to the great City j when they came thei^e, they 
difpers'd themfelves, and every one went about 
what Bufinefs he fancy d moQ: j not forgetting 
the Bookfeller's Shops, Cbfiee-Houles, and o- 
ther Places of publick Refort, where Gentle- 
men might be informM of what was worth 
knowing. One, perhaps, taking delight in 
downright Learning, minded nothing but Hi* 
itory and Antiquity. A fecond being more gay, 
cnquirM after Plays and Operas, and only re- 
garded Mufick or Poetry. A third was always 
cmploy'd in Chymiftfy or Botany. . Some ftudy- 
ing NatHre it felf, were for Experimental Phir 
lofophy : Whilft others had no mind to try any 
thing bot Pleafure, and belonged tofeveral Clubs 
ot jovial Gentlemen, made Mirth their only 
Bufinefs. In thefe, they chiefly difcours'd of 
delightful Novels, merry Stories, and well in- 
vented Tales. Some excelled in Repartee and 
•witty Sayings. Others were eminent for Epi- 
grams and odd Infcriptions. And feveral of *cra 
were not only famous for pleafant Remarks up- 
on the Acciden|:s of human Life, but likewift 
facetioufly good humour'd in entertaining their 
Friends wich the diverting Paflages they re- 
meraber'd. The Gentlemen that were of the 
Lord's Retinue, .commonly fet out early in the 
Morning, and came back toward the Evenijig 
o" the next Day. When they were at Home, 
ihey fpcat their Time all the Forenoon in the 
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f^reral Studies to which their Inclinations led 
'em, and the reft of the day, partly in profita" 
ble Confabulations among one another, partly in 
receiving and difcourfing with Strangers, and 
thofe that came to fee them \ every one, the. 
Merry as well as the more Serious, letting. con- 
ftantly down whatever they met with in their 
Way worth Obfervation i and the witty Anfwer 
of a Child, orthe innocent Saying of a Plowman, 
if there was biit fomething , extraordinary, in 
them, were writ down as eagerly by fome^ as 
by others the principal State-Maxims of any 
Emperor's Reign.- They had what Wines they 
pleas'di and two Tables allow'd them with great 
Varieties, and feveral Officers to ferve them j. 
to which, as well as thegreat library, all Gen* 
tlemen had Accefs. Nothing was made more 
of, than Strangers of Parts ; As foon as thejr 
were found to be fuch, they were defircd to 
ftay, and treated moft deUcioufly. Ifany th^t 
cxceird in fomethiag, happened (befides the 
other Endowments) to be of an agreeable Tem- 
per, and rcfin'd Education^ his Lord (hip was 
acquainted with it prefently. Nobody, whofp 
Mind was well drefs'd, was lefs welcome for 
tjie Meanncfs of his Habit •, and a new 3iuc 
of Cloaths, with halt a Score Guineas, was the 
leaft Prefent, that in a free and obliging Man-' 
ner, was ofier d to thofe that flood m need of

Lvt. If Cleanderh father, having ften thS 
Conftancy of his Son's Affefiion, had refus'd upon 
the w^ccount of the Smallnefs of her Portion, to 
give him one fulta!)ie to his own Abilities i 
when his Son was come to Age, then he had 
})een to blame, but he was mucn in the right ill 
what he did j whilft his Son was under Age, 
and himfelfin a manner accountable for his Adi-* 
tons^ It is not lafe for Parents to give their Con-' 
fent to any Thing of Moment that Children may 
ask, whilit they are under Age, unlefs it brings a 
#ilxble Advantage to them. 

Ant. Why Ho^ pray ? 

Lnc. Becaufe if Children mifcarty in that Vtf^ 
4ry Tlhing, tho' they had been never fo fond ofifi 
themfeives, they'll be furc to upbraid their Pa- 
Tents with it, Why did they let jtie ? I was raw 
and foolilh,and knew no better ^ They had liiore 
Experience, and ought to have been wiferj I wa3 
under their Government, they might have bin- 
^er'd me, 'tis their Fault- Thefc are cortimonly 
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the Thanks with whieh the Indulgence of impru^ 
dent Parents is repay'd. 

j4nt But pray let me Iiear how Leonora tool: 
this abrupt Departure ? 

Lfic. As foon as Cleander was come out of the 
Garden, the Duke went to fupply his Place, and 
having walk'd a pretty while with his beautiful 
Miftrefs, and faid abundance of obliging Things 
to her, they both came in ; when the Gentlewo- 
man of the Houfe taking Leonora to the Window, 
told her who it was that. had fetched Cleander 
away. This was terrible News, and not being 
able to ftifle the Grief it caus'd her,' Ihe turn'g

after the Duke had leen her firft, thinking that 
J)y this Time her Sorrow might be fomewhat 
abated, he went to give her a Vffit> and had a 
Ipug* Conference with her Grandmother, who 
kept her CoacH, and liv'd in* very good Fafliion. 
She bad been marry'd twice, and cnjoy'dab^t 
fevcn Hundred a Year for Life, which was the 
Income of two Joyntures, of which after her 
Death, one was to go to a Grand Ion of hers, 
and the other, to a Kinfman of her fccond Hus- 
band's :

bancTs : Befidesthis, (he had 3 or 4000 Poundsia 
Money, which Ihe defignM for Leonora. She 
was a Woman that lov'd Greatnefs, and was very 
ibrry to fee all the Hopes of a Match between 
CUandir[zxA Leonora yzm&i^ A. The Duke faw he 
ftad gain'd but little upon the young Lady this 
fir ft Vifit, her Heart being yet too much enga- 
ged) and therefore to loie no time, reibivM to 
make his chief Applications to her Grandmother 
in his next. The old Woman knew that the 
Duke was mai^ry'd , and that he could have no 
ether Aim than to debauch her Granddaughter, 
and at beft keep her as a Miftrefs, yet the Con« 
veriationand Addrefles of a Man of his Quality, 
together with the Prefents he made her, were 
inch powerful Temptations, that (he not only 
hearkened to his Propofals, but likewife promised 
him, that fhe would make her Granddaughter 
£> ieniible of the Honour he did her, that he 
ihould have no Reafon to complain of her Con- 
dud. Now Lemora was attacked on both Sides \ 
yet in fpight of the Duke's Aflaults, and the old 
Woman's Treachery, (he remained unmoveable ; 
whether a Principle of real Vertue^ a Diflike to 
Ibmething in the Duke's Perfon, or elfe the Love 
to Cleander^ was the Caufe, could not eafily be 
determined •, but the Duke judging it to be t{ie 
latter, went to Cleander^ Father, who to his great 
Grief had been inform'd from Tnrhy^ that his 
Son's Love ftill confiou'd.

}ier, and was always charm'd with her Compaq 
ny, which was never deny'd him ; but yet ha- 
ving courted her very near aTwelvemonth with- 
pnt being able to attain to tlxr height of hisWilh* 
cs, be began to be tir'd : He had often proffer'4 
to fettle Two Thoufand a Year upon ^her for 
Life 5 which, with the Refpeft he ihewM her,, 
tnd his Afliduity in following of her fo long, 
"without making any progrefs, were undeniable 
Proofs of the Sincerity of his Paffioo* The old 
.Woman, perceiving that the Duke was out of

GranjJdaughter, and^inftead of ufing Perfwa«

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Dmtcfaefir, admukig the Virtue aad CouftAnc; 
of ib yonag a Creature, proroiiiog to take Care 
of her, m^e her one of her Gentle women* Th9 
Duke was farprisM to fee her among the Reti^ 
noe of his Dutchefs, but had the good Manners 
never to fay any thing of it. Being of an amo<- 
rous Dilpoiition, and feeing no Poffibility of ma- 
king Lienors yield, in a little time be pitch'd ' 
upon another Ob>ed, on purpoft to forget her. 
When Leonora had left Gnilford^ the old Woman 
was a little concern'd at the lofsof her Grand* 
dwghtcr, but that of my Lord Duke's Vilits, 
and the Honour of having his Coach fo often 
itand at her Door, was fo great a Mortiiicatioa 
to her Vanity, that Jhe would never bp recon- 
cird again to Ltanora to her Dying-day, whicb 
happeising about half a year after her Grand- 
daughter's departure, Ihe left all fhe bad to dif* 
pofe of, to her Grandlbn.

The 
great ones that admir'd her, courted her for 
the fame Purpofe, as the Duke had done before j 
them fhe never hearkeuM to ; and for thofe that 
had more honourable Intentions, there was none 
ihe could like \ yet her Humour was fo little 
coquet, that fhe often wifh'd her felf fettlM in 
the World tho it fhould be but indilFerensly, to 
avoid the Multitude of Gallants that were fo 
troublefome to her.

Her Husband's Name was 
jilcandor \ he was then worth above Seven Thou- 
fand Pounds, to which Ltonor^% Portion added 
another. la his BuIInefs he was skilful and Itir- 
ring, and out of it ayerygood humpur'd Man,' 
of a jovial Temper, and a merry Companion. 
iTo Ihun the Butter- flies that us'd to ftrround 
Leonoray when {he w^s a Maid, upon her Requeft, 
he left the PallmaB^ and took a very good Houfe 
in the City* 

j^nt. Then I am baulk'd in my Expedation, for 
I was ftill in hopes, that CUander would have 

had heratlaft,infpightof allOppofitioji. When 
they walk'd together in the Garden, I thought 
then} fucb a handfome Couple, fb v/ell match'd 
in every Thing, but Money, which neither of 
tliem valu'd, that I did not queftioi; but they; 
were cut out for one another.

When the 
falfe News oi Leonoras Death had reach'd Clean- 
der^s Ears, the $rft Emotions of his Grief were 
very violent j but thofe Tranfports of AfBiftion 
ceafing, andhimfelfconfideriflg, that there was 
no recalling of the Dead, he grew calm at 1^, 
firove to divert his Sorrows as well as he could, 
and wanting for no Money, took all the Plea* 
fures which that charming, as well as plentiful 
Country, affords. Being One and Twenty, he 
went to Naples by Sea, and from thence travel- 
Jiog through Jtaly^ France J and Germany^ zitei 

having 
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having Wii out four Years, came back to his 
Native Country. He was much furpriz'd, Vihea 
he beard, that Xtonora was alive Md marry'd i 
hut much more, when he underftood that the 
Report of his Death , as well as thatof Leonora\ 
had both been induftrioufly fpread by his own 
Father.

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^ii could fhelter h^r from the edn^nal Plagiie 
of Love Addrefles. Oh! How his ^oul was 
T9rfifh^i I He fell upon his Knees, and throwing 
himfelf at her Feet, pay'd Adoration to her Ver- 
t|ie ^ bnt when ibe had foftly chid him ior the 
extravagancy of his Pafllon, and fniiliagiy raised 
Ijinsi from the Ground, he could contain himfelf 
no longer v his Flaoae blazM wty he forgot her 
prefeiH: State, as well as the Wretchedneu of his 
own Defttny, and eagerly clafping himfelf about: 
her, Jufs'd her with To much Extafy of Joy, asi£ 
^is Love had been in Tranquility, and himfelf in 
the midll of Enjoyment. Lt§mra was at a abun- 
dance of Trouble, before ibe could vadkQCleander 
recover his Difcretion, and at £ovixc Difficulty ta 
preferve her own., 'till at lall; they parked unwil« 
liagly in a great Confulion on both Sides. The 
B$^x:t Morning fhe fent him*a Letter, which being 
a very remarkable cme, I have rem^oiber'd Wor4 
for Word, and was writ thus ;

V rous Tranfports of your Love, and took De* 
^' light in tJhp Fervency of your Kiffes: Why 
** flpo^iki I hide any Thing from you, Cl^andtr I 
^^ The JVlipute you left me, I was upon the 
^ brink of Ruia x What would become of ijiy 
i^ iiQJWUr, IhWJW I ?ver behold you again in 
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** that tranfcendant Height of Paffion ? I confeft' 
^ I fhould ilbt have Strength to refift the Temp- 
*' tation; and yet I hope I amvertuous, becaiife 
** I feel that I want not Refblution to avoid it 
•* for ever. It will be a hard Task, I own it, 
*' but there is no other Remedy ; and depend 
** iiponit, we muft never meet again upon Earth* 
*' If you fufFer half the Torment in obeying my 
^ rigorous Commands, that I feel in impofing 
** of them, be aflurM, that I fhaU always remain 
it yoor 

J?^r Leonora^ 
" This was an Oracle to Cleanderj for having' 
left a Letter for his Father, in which he bid him 
to farewel for ever, full of InyeQives againft the 
barbarous Treachery he had play'd him, he 
went out of England^ and whether he dy'd at 
Sea, or elfewhere, was'never heard of anymore- 
Though Leonora was preftntly informed of his 
leaving the Country, yet Ihe feldom went A- 
broad, and took Delight in nothing for a great 
while after i but hearing no more Tidings of 
him, Time at lafl: wore away her Concern, and' 
Ihe liv'd as Ihe had done before. Alcandor^ who' 
had thought his Wife the mofl: charming Crea- 
ture in the World when he courted her, was one 
of thole, that after a Twelvemonth s Marriage, 
think the mofb beautiful and the molt indifferent 
Woman the fame. He could not be call'd an* 
unkind Husband, for he gav« her whatever flic 
ask'd, let her do what fhe pleas'd, was feldom 
out of Humour, always treated her civilly, and 
lov'd no'other Women ; yet he wanted that 
engaging Tendernefs, which is the Soul of Love; 
He was hardly ever at Home but a Nights, and 
at Dinner-time* In the Morning he minded 

getting 
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getting of Money, and his Afternoon and Eve- 
ning, were confecrated to his Diverfion, and the 
Enjoyment of his Bottle and his Friend. Leono* 
ra h^d no more Ai&ftion for him when he mar- 
ry'd her, than for a Stranger flie had never feen, 
and lov'd him only becaufe flie knew it to be 
her Duty. Being a witty Woman, that was con- 
fcious of her own Charms, and had refin'd No- 
tions of Love, fhe could take but little Delight 
in her Husband's IndifFerency, that knew no 
other Way of exprellin j his Kindnefs, but by 
his Embraces : A Palate like her*s, could not 
relifli the courfeft Food of Love, unlefs it had 
been feafonM with that obliging Softnefs, and 
anxious Regard, in which the Delicacy of the 
Paffion confiftsi She was rcftrv'd, and being 
careful of her Reputation, as well as her Vertqe, 
very circumfpeft in ail her Behaviour, and won- 
der'd her Husband would often come in with a 
Friend, leave him alone with her, and go about his 
Buiinefs, without fliewing any Concern, or ever 
after examining into his Condu(9:,more than if fhc 
iad been an old Woma:n, that had nothing tempt- 
ing about her, This flie thought was a great 
CarelefTnefs, if not a defpicable Negled in a 
Man that had a yoiing and beautiful Wife, and 
•feldom convers'ctwith Men of the ftrideft Gha- 
;ftity. They had been marry'd about five Vears, 
Vhen coming Home one Night, he told Leonora 
that he had made a Bargain with a Gentleman 
that was to live and board with them, who was 
certainly the beft Company in the whole World. 
Having no Defignto furprife, Antoma^ but only 
to flaew you what Danger the moft vertuous of 
our Sex are expos'd to, if once they trult in 
Men, before I go, any farther, Til tell you what 

this 


ttiis dentleman was, and hov\r McMn^or came i& 
)>e acquainted vjrith him* His Name was Mincio j 
^s to his Perlbn, he was a clean^ well'look'd, 
faibiotxable Man, near Thirtjy^y of an admirable 
Carriage, and exquifite Senfe, i)ut the greatelt 
and moft skilful DiiTembler upon Earth. Na 
Mimick could €ver aflumc fo many Forflis as 
bimfelfi and he could aft more different Partg 
than any Player in the Univerfe. His Father^ 
who had been dead feveral Years, in his Liie time 
had boen a very whimfical Fellov^ ^ and having a 
gr^at mind to learn his Son to fhift and lire in, 
as well as nnderftand, the World, had given him 
a very ftrange and uncommon Education : For 
tho' he had a, good Eftate to leave him, when 
the Boy was twelve Years old, an4 a great Pro- 
ficient in Latin and Gretl^ he took him from 
W$fiminfter'S(±oo\j to let him run of Errands, 
and be one of the Vinegar Drawers in a great Ta- 
vern •• Having been there about two Years, he 
t>ut him to a ihuifiihg fort of a SoUicitor, that ha4 
learn d all his Law in the Fleets and the Queens^ 
Bench ^ with him he ftay'd as long as he had been 
with the Vintner, and then was lent to a broken 
Goldfmith, that was turn'd Stock-jobber, and 
counted a great Villain. The Boy bcinga Iharp 
JLad, in every Station ple^s'd bis Maliiers ^ and 
being an arch Rogue,at Eighteen his Father made 
him a Nobleman's Page, where he llay'd almoft 
three Years; and after that, giving him a fmall 
Cargo, fcnt bini to the Wefi'IndUs. He had not 
been there long, but the old Man dy'd, and to 
his great Amazement left him Eight hundred a 
Year, and above twice as much in Money. Co^ 
ming away with the firH OpppKunity, he took 
FoflefCoa of his Eftate. Confidering by himfelf, 
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whtt Pofts he ha4 beea in, itwasimpoffible (df 
him to find out what his Father had defiga'd to 
Bring him upto« 
jifit. Unlels it was to the Gallows* 
Luc. One would think fo indeed. Mincio W^!i 
of a Gentleman like DifpofitioUt and not ha- 
ving forgot his Latin^ he went to live at Oxford^ 
and having been there about twoYears aiM 
a half, he went to fee Italy and Franc^^ ftay'd 
a Twelvemonth at Taris^ and came bade 
ov^T Hiflland. Having finifli'd his Travels, he 
took Chambers in Gray^'s Inn^ with an Intent 
of ^udying as much of the Law as Ihould fuft 
with his Pleafure. When he was about 16 Years 
ofd, he was jilted by a Woman he loved very 
f)aflionately -, and ever iince refoiving to be re- 
.veng'd on the whole Sex^ he had made it his 
whole Bufinefs to deceive and ruin as many ad 
he could. He defpis'd every Thing that was 
cafy, and only lay in Wait for fuch as were 
counted cunoing and difficult, and commonly fof 
Women of a yery good Reputation. Having 
heard of Leor:ara^% exemplary Vertue and Refer- 
vednefs, as well as dazling Beauty,* he thought 
attacking her would be a noble Enterpri2:e. Be- 
ing refolv'd upon this, he made himfelf acqaain-^ 
ted with Alcandbr^ put on the facetious Humour 
he lik'd, and in a little Time fo bewitch'd him 
with his Company, that the other could hardly 
live a Day without bim. In Converfation Min^ 
cio always pretended to be a great Stranger to 
Love and Courtfhip, one that was no Admirer 
of the Ladies, and preferred a Bottle of j8«r- 
j^f^fidy to all the Favours the fineft Woman ia 
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Chrifiendom had tobeftow. Alcandor^ WhokeJJtf 
a very good ttoufe, had often invited him to 
Dinner, but iWi;7w,. upon (bme Pretence or 6- 
ther, had always refusM him.. They had known 
one another about a Month, when Mincio^ be- 
ing at the Tavern with Alcandor and others, 
told the Company, that he was weary of Gray^s 
Inn, and defignM to take Lodgings in the City, 
if he could meet with a Place ,to his Mind. A 
Day or two after he had given this Hint, talk- 
ing of it feriouiiy to Alcandor^ he told him, Jhat 
he would not be with People that us'd to let their 
Roopis, that he hated the fiddle faddle of a 
great many Women in a Houfc, and the bawl- 
ing of Children \ but wifti'd he could get in 
fome quiet neat Family, of either a ^Merchant 
or Gentleman, that kept a good Table, fuch a 
one that was a little of his own Humour, that 
would be merry^ and drink a Bottle with him 
in an Evening. He nam'd a great many other 
Things, defcribing the Particulars he wanted, 
with fo much Cunning, that without dilcovcr- 
ing his .Aim, you could harrdly have found 
two Houfes in all London^ where thofe Requi- 
lites were to be met with, befides Alcmdot'% own. 
Mine to needed not to have been fo over cau- 
tious J for Alcandor being fo wholly wrapt up 
with him, that having fwallowM the Hook be- 
fore the other had half finiihM his Cant, was 
ovei joy'd at the Thoughts of having him fo 
near him, immediately after an obliging Manner 
proffered him what Conveniences his Houle 
could afford. You may eafily believe that they 
foon agreed, Alcandor and Leonora had a pret- 
ty Boy that was turn'd of Four, a mannerly 
Child, of an engaging Humour, i^hom they 
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wa, bdt tffitcianjr the Motbef^ were delfef^ 
Vedly Ibad of. Lienor a^ though almoil Three 
aifld tveiity Years old, haviAg nerer Kad any 
<>fher Children bbt thig, and black Beauties com- 
inonljnot hdiAf^ fiyfeon as others, vasftiHli^ 
the fufl Strength of i9 her Ch«rmft. She had a 
|)eAetrat!Qg Wit^ fltnd hwia^ ieen a great deal 
of the World, Hm a Tery good J&dge of Maa- 
kind. As loon hi (he had thrown her Eyesupoik 
Mimi9^ - and fiirVey'd his courtly Mein, /he pre- 
fentty concluded from hisi gallant Alr^ that it 
woiildnothe long befbre (he (boold beattack'd,

and feem'd to admire every Thing he faid of 
did« She knew th^ Men, fbv the generality of 
'end, care but little for other P*>ple's Children^ 
atmoft always tbink them troubielbrne^and bai^d^ 
ly ever take Pteaftre ia bearing tholb tittle Im*^ 
pertinencies^ whieh the beft of them will be 
guilty of, if yeu fiufMe them your Companions. 
And thus an the Lore he beAow'd upon the 
Child fer the firJR: thf«e or four Days, was b/ 
the Mother conftru'd to be a Defigfv upon ber-i 
ftlf i but when eight or ten Days Ming elapsed, 
MinciB made not the leaft Advances, and Lto^ 
MT4 having been alone with bim ftveral time$, 
ftad not di(cover'd by either Word or Look, the 
ftimOeft Symptom of what (be fear'd, fhe could 
sot tefl what to mkt of him. He always was 
merry and good-humourM, vs herfelf he was 
aioft refpeafuffy civil, the Fondnefs he had 
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fbdnvii Aram the beginnihg to her San, f^^l 
daily to eUcreafe, and mcnfelf cxtfaordlnai^ 
irrdl. pteas'd with the Entertainment he.reccir 
ved. He had an admirabk knack - of tellinp a 
Story,; yet be. never tronbl'd bis Gompany with 
any, but whH were very rfkncbi apropos^ and fpeoh 
ed to be wanted^ or ever brought in two at one 
Time, that tended to the fame Purpofe^ though 
his Head contained choice Varieties of .tbrai

\rays new, as well as agreeable in Converfatioa : 
AH his Diltourfe, was as chafte and clean, as it 
was fprightly and diverting : He never made 
Ufeof a double Entendre,' or any Exprefliont 
tho' in the higheft of his Mirth,, that had the 
lealt Tendency to Loofenef^; aikl Immorality. 
Satyr be. preteaded not to be his Province, and 
xiever meddrd with it upon any Account whatib* 
ever.- The only Thing hefometimes ridicul'd 
was Love, always taking Care, that his Eftecm 
and Veneration to the Sex, fhould be' asconfpi-- 
cueus, as the Defiance which he bid totheir Pow- 
€v. This l^ter in a Gentleman of his Afpeft, 
and of his Politenefs, to Leonora wasthemoft 
fur prizing of ^all»* She never, had* yet been in a 
Man's Company, but more or lefs in either his 
Countenance, Sj)eech, or AStions, (he bad.ob-* 
Ictv'd, thatnthe. piercing Luftre of her JEyes made 
fome Impreflion upon his Soul ; but only Minr 
cioy with an unafftSed Freedom, could gaze on 
'cm, aqd doing Juftjce to her Beauty, Ipeak of 
her Charms as unconcernedly, as the Minute 
after he would extol the happy Feature? of her 
little Son. What ftrange perverfe Creatures 
we Women are ! Thechafte and wary Leon^ra^
